The wildest, 
excitement prevailed. C. Cassius Cal- 
well, one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the meeting, made a most ve- 
hement objection to the passage of the 
resolution. Mr. Geo, C, Smith made a 
against it, and Mr. 
Callwell said that this meeting could 
not take up Greenerer’s persona! fight. 
Mr. Smith said that it was only to blow 
greeners horn, which would be an in- 
sult to the colored people of this coun- 


ry. 
The idea, said Mr. Smith, of a man 
asking this meeting to endorse a per- 
sonal fight of his. Mr. Smith’s speech 
defeated the resolution. The wildest 
excitement,prevailed when Greener’s 
resolution was defeated. Mr. Howard, 
the offererof the resolution, suggested 
that a vote of thanks ‘be tendered 
Greener for his speech. This was also 
objected to by thé méeting: . While all 
of this was going on, Brother Greener 
was lamenting over the “lost cause,” 
and said in an undertone to one of his 
friends, “had I been endorsed, Lang- 
Langston would have been removed, 
and I would Nave been: inted to 
the Haytian Mission.” After the meet- 
ing, Mr. C. Smith was highly con- 
gratulated for defeating Greener’s 
resolution.

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A FRONTIER SCHOOL, 
Educating the Young Men of Rastler’s 
a Papil te Terms. 

A coirespondent of the Philadelphia 
Times, in a letter dated Rustler’s 
Grulch, Texas, gives an account of the 
school which flourishes at that place. 
He bezins his letter in this style: 

“ Yes,” said the schoolmaster, as he 
rolled a fresh cornhusk cigaro, “the 
history of this school wo no donbt 
prove interesting from a ne 
point of view. Its most startling in- 
cidents, however, seem commonplace 
and tame to a frontiersman.” 

“You have been on the frontier 
many years 

“Since '75.” 

“And you have taught school 
that time?” 

“No. I was inthe army when I 
first came west of the Mississippi. I 
was dischargedin 53 and began teach- 
ing school the following year.” 

The schoolmaster blew the smoke 
from his mouth and his beardel face 
assumed a grave and reflective expres- 
sion. He was sweeping away the cob- 
webs which time had woven across 
the doors of the storehouse of memory. 
Finally he spoke : 

“I have had a great many interest- 
ing experiences in my quarter of a 
ceutury of pedagogical life—a tee 
many. But you wanted particu arly 
to hear the history of the Rustler’s 
Gulch school ?” 

“ Yes, sir.” 

He consulted his watch and, finding 
that it lacked an hour of school time, 
threw away the stump of his cigaro, 
poured out a drink of mescal for each 
of us from a jug, which during school 
hours wa; hidden under the bed, and, 
tossing off his portion at a gulp, 
began : 

‘This school was started five years 
ago and I am the fourth teaeher. I 
have been here two years. About six 
weeks ago a great sheep man frum the 
lower country locat din the gulch and 
established a ranch here. He had a 
large herd and employed many herders. 
He built the big cisa up there among 
the cottcnwoods and brought his 
family hcre, a portion of which were 
seven children within the school age. 
Many of his herders had families, and, 
being a man of influence and wealth, 
he had no difficulty in establishing a 
public school and he built this house. 
It has been improved a deal since 
then. Formerly it was just an ordin- 
ary jacal, with inud walls anda mud 
roof and floor. The teacher stood up 
or walked about during school hours. 
He hung his hat up on the floor in one 
corner and shelved his books in an- 
other. The pupils brought sheep- 
skins to sit upon, anl every night 
rolled them up with their books an | 
pilei the lot up in the two unoccupied 
corners. Lumber of any sort was very 
scarce. When the railroad wa; com- 
picted through the trustees made these 
improvemerts —put in desks and win- 
dows, tacked up a coiling. and hung 
doors. This little room was also a ided 
and fitted up forme. Now itis very 
comfortable. 

“ Two years ago I was employed and 
have beea here ever since, I like the 
place and the people, and, if I say it 
wyself, have a school to be proud of.” 

The children were beginning to ar- 
rive as he finished speaking and he in- 
vitel me to stay and inspect the 
school. There were about fifty pupils, 
varying in age from seven to twenty. 
Afl over sixteen were pay scholars. 
Two-thirds of the school were Mexi- 
cans or hal*-breeds. The latter were 
the brightest and quickest to learn. 
Many of the children could not under- 
stand a word of English when they 
first entered the school and were un- 
able to read and write Spanish. It re- 
quired a grat deal of patience 
and perseverance to educatethem. All 
studie| two sets of books, English and 
Spanish. One day they recite from 
the English book and translate an- 
swers and questions into Spanish on 
the blackboard. ‘Lhe next day this is 
reversed. The lesson is learned from 
the Castilian manual and rendered in 
Saxon. By this means both sets of 
pupils get the advantage of a dual ed- 
ucation, which is of great advantage 
on, the frontier, where Spanish is writ- 
ten and spoken as frequentiy as Eng- 
lish. For my benefit several of the 
scholars recitel little memorized 
speeches in both langhages. I thought 
the performance very creditable and 
told the schoolmaster so that night 
over the mescal. 

“ Yes,” he answered, “they do very 
well. I had considerable troubie with 
them at first—that is, with the white 
b»ys—the Mexicans are more or less 
peoned from birth and are very tract- 
able and obedient. Did you notice that 
large boy sitting at that further left- 
hand desk ?” 

“The one who recited ‘The Burial, 
of Sir John Moore’ in English and then 
repeated it in Spanish?” 

“Yes. Two years ago he did not 
know his A, B, C’s.” 

“He must be twenty years old.” 

“Just twenty, and at eighteen he 
was as large as he is now. His father 
is a wealthy cattle owner and this boy 
is the only child. He had been petted 
and spoiled from birth. In the States 
that would make a‘ sap;’ here itmakes 
a desperado. He ruled the roost at 
home and his father could do nothing 
with him. He cursed and smoked, 
gambled and drank, and always went 
armed. His father wanted him to en- 
ter the school as a pay scholar and I 
consented to receive him. He did very 
well the first three days and then was 
absent. I sent a note to his father in- 
quiring the cause. He replied that the 
young ruflian refused to go any more, 
and adjured me to use my authority 
and compel him to go. One of the 
smaller scholars informed me that the 
truant was out on the side of the 
mountain armed with a Winchester 
and six-shooter. I sent him word to 
come into school and be punished for 
truancy. He told the messenger to 
teli me to ‘go to hades and be —.’ I 
deputized four of the largest boys to 
go after him, and ordered them to 
bring him into school if they had to 
knock him down and tie him. They 
returned back in about half an 
hour and reported that he had ‘ stood 
’em off with his Winchester’ There- 
upon I placed the school in charge of 
one of the larger scholars, loaded up 
my Winchester and walked over to 
the mountain. After a little search I 
found the young ruffian. He was sit- 
ting behind a rock, and before he was 
aware of my approach I had him cov-

American Steamboats Sweep the World 
There is apparently a large and ex- 
tended market for American flat river 
steamers on the shallow, navigable 
rivers of Europe and Asia. In China 
they have already effected almost a 
revolution in the water-carrying trade 
of that empire, and we hear that there 
is now a brisk demand for them on the 
Volga. The plan adopted successfully 
by American builders is to take out 
their machinery with them, and to 
build the steamers of timber on the 
spot. This plan produces 4 steamer 
much cheap:r than the iron river 
steamers exported from England, 
which have been in use in China for 
sometime. Not only is their success 
due to that cause, but more especially 
owing to the fact that the American- 
built boats require only a draft of four 
feet, while most of the English 
steamers require nine. Even a draft 
of five feet bars the navigation 
through a great portion of the river, 
and the speed of the American boats 
is said to be better than that of any of 
their iron competitors. - The light 
draught of the American boats has 
opened up a navigable length of some 
2,000 to 2,300 miles on the Volga, 
which will probably induce larger 
subsequent orders for the other great 
rivers of Russia. There should be an 
equally good market for such steamers 
on the rivers of the Argentine Repub- 
lic, which are very wide, hut for the 
most part shallow. We understand, 
however, that there is a strong preju- 
dice against them, owing to their lia- 
bility to catch fire—the two first 
which were run on the Platte having 
been destroyed by fire. We do not see 
why America should have a monop- 
oly of such flat-bottomed river steam- 
ers, and recommend this to the atten- 
tion of English ship builders, though as 
a nation we are said to be the last to 
suit our goods to customers’ require- 
ments.—- Marine Engineer. 


An Emperor’s Portable Altar. | 

A traveling-altar may certainly be 
connted among the most singular. re- 
quisites ; one such has, however, 

been in use in the imperial house 
|Austria. On all long journeys the 
emperor takes with him not only 
court chaplain but also his trayeling- 
altar. Tothis latter attaches a history. 
It dates from the time of Emperor 
Rudolph I1.; at it prayed Ferdinand 
IL; if accompanied Emperor Joseph 
Il. in his Turkish campaigns, and in 
more recent days the emperor's brother, 
Ferdinand Max, took it with him to 
Mexico. The altar consists of an 
oblong wooden box, strongly fasten 
with iron, on the inside of the cover 
which, when opened, an ancient paint- 
ing, representing the Tloly Supper, 
may be seen: The two side-pieces, 
hinged, are turned upto give more 
length ; four wooden. fold- 
ing into the body of the box, can De let 
down to raise the altar to a proper 
height ; the consecrated altar-stone is 
taken from the box and on the 
mensa, and the three cloths put on 
together with the cross and candles.

| country all Kinds of snails are con- 


sidered edible; but it is the Jarge 
variety—generally known as the Bur- 
gundy snail, although they are to be 
found all over Southern Kurope—oa 
which the highest price is set. These 
are the kind which every visitor -to 
Paris has seen in wiae-shop windows, 
and which he has probably seen a near 
neighbor at a restaurant devouring 
with serene unconsciousness of spciling 
another’s appetite. Burgundy snai’s 
are near.y double the size of the 
common garden Variety, and the color 
of the shel!s is much lighter. They 
are frequently called esctrgots de vigne, 
on the supposition that they live on 
vine-leaves. This notion is partly cor- 
rect. The vineyards of the south are 
their natural home; but since snail- 
farming became a lucrative business 
in France, the much-prized esgarjots 
have not been allowed to have their 
own way in ti; matter. 

It is in Burgen ty, and especially in 
the department of the Aude, that 
snail-raising is carried to perfection. 
The system employed is as follows: 
The snails are collected from the vines 
toward the end of summer, and are 
then placed in inclosures dignifie? by 
the name of “parks,” to fatten on 
thyme, peppermin: and other herbs 
which experieace has proved to be 
most suitable. A damp and shady 
nook is selected fur the “park,” and 
the ‘prisoners are kept within bounds 
by the simple contrivance of sawdust 
and brambles. This does vcry well in 
dry weather; but when it rains the 
furmer’s wife and chilr-n must -be 
constantly on‘ the alert to turn back 
the runaways. The fattenin 
goes on until the approach of winter, 
when tufts of moss and bundles of 
dry leaves are thrown into the park. 
Into these the snails creep, an then, 
to increase their comfort, proveed tu 
seal themselves up in their shells. 
In the case of Burgundy snails, the 
sealing substance exuded forms a thick 
culcareous crust. When the creatures 
have completed their arrangements for 
hibernating is just the time when they 
are considered in prime condition for 
the table The full-grown ones are 
then used as they are wanted for the 
market, the young ones being left to 
swell the next years crop. Nature 
having furnished snails with extraordi- 
nary powers of reproduction, each in- 
dividual being both ma'‘e and female, 
and the outlay in snail-farming being 
represented only by the time and 
trouble spent in collecting them and 
keeping them from straying, they must 
be a source of considerable revenue to 
the smali cultivators of Burgundy. 
Large profits must be gained by all 
concerned in the business, when we 
consider that snails when cooked are 
sold in Paris at about a franc (twenty 
cents) a dozen, 

About the preparation of snails for. 
the table much might be written. 
Several methods of cooking them are 
employed in France. The favorite 
method is a la bourguignonne. In 
whatever form they may appear at 
table, the preliminary preparation is 
the same. There is a fixed law that 


the snail must have fasted a consider-— 


able tims before it is eaten. When 
the creatures have entered the hiber- 
nating state they are willing enough to 
fast; but at other times—and they are 
eaten more or less allthe year round 
—-they have to endure prolonged pangs 
of hunger as apurilying process before 
the serious business of dressing them 
commences. The peasants’ method is 
to throw salt upon them, and to put 
them afterward into boiling water; but 
the most approved manner is to boil 
them at once in salt water and ashes 
until they can be drawn from their 
shells. Supposing they are to be 
cooked a la bourguignonne, the shells 
are carefully washed and laid on one 
side. Parsley, garlic, chives or escha- 
lotes, mushrooms and butter are then 
chopped up together int. a paste. A 
little of this is put into the empty 
shell, and the snail, after being washed, 


is restored to its dwelling, and the | 


opening is finally filled up with the 
paste. They are then baked ina dish 
of white wine for half an hour, with 
fire above and below them, . From 
this description it will be rightly in- 
ferred that to cook snails a la bour- 


guignonne is no simple matter.—S4

Globalar Lightning. 


The London Jimes, in a review of a 
work on ele tricity, says a chapter 
which embraces electrical phenomena 
contains a very clear account of the 
varieties of lig!.tning, and ainong these 
of one which many readers will hear 
of for the first time—namely; globulaz 
lightn ng. This is s») rare that some 
physicists “deny the possibility of its 
existenc’;” but Mr. Scot thinks that 
the occurrence 0; globular lightning is 
perfectly well estab.ished by instances 
which he proceeds to qnote at length. 
It has not been explained, fer it has not 
as yet been reproduced by electrical 
machines: 

“It manifests itself as a luminous 
sphere, varying in diameter from afew 
inches to even two or three feet. It 
moves very slowly, and remains visible 


generally at la-t exploding with great 
violence. Numerous instances of this 
phenomenon are on record. Arago, in 
his meteorological essays, cites several 
reports of it. In one case, at Milan, io 
1841, one of these globes moved along 
a street so slow that the spectators 
walked after it to watch it, and the 
narrator saw it from a window and 
thea ran down stairs end saw it for 
three minutes before it struck the cross 
on achurch steeple and disappeared. 
Again, a Madame Espert, in Paris, 
states that she saw.a ball or globe de- 
scending from the sky very like the 
m on when it appears augmented in size, 
While she was watching it a terrible 
explo:ion burst asunder the eavelope 
and there darted from it ten or twelve 
zigzag lightnings whieh shot forth in 
all directions; one of these struck a 
neigiuboring house, where it made a 
hole in the wall as a cannon ball might 
have done. The phenomenon lasted 
about a minute.” 

Beside these instances, neither of 

which appears, at first sight, to rest 
upon umimpeachab‘e testimony, there 
is an account of a ball of fire seen by 
Dr. Tripo, which apparently ascended 
from the ground behind some houses, 
and at first rising slowly, soon acquired 
very rapid motion, and ultimately 
started off at a right angle toward the 
wet, making three zigzags before it 
entered a dark cloud. 
Bure is also a description of an ex- 
tremely leisurely globe of lightning, 
seen in the Glendowan mountains in 
Ireland, by Mr. M. Fitzg:rald. This 
globe made a holein the ground twenty 
feet square, then plowed a trench 
twenty perches in length and four feet 
deep, then tore away the bank of a 
stream over an extent of five perches 
in lenzsth and five ‘ect deep, hurling 
the mass into the bed of the stream; 
and, lastly, after a career of about 
twenty minutes, finally disappeared by 
burying itself in a bank opposite to 
that which was frst struck. It is 
certainly a matter for congratulation 
that such globes are not more fre- 
quently encountered.
